Another proof of 
British admiration for Mussolini is 
said to be that the English pocket 
edition of his memoirs sold 100,000 
copies; according to his literm 
agents, however, oll three British 
editions together sold for less than 
this, and anyway the cheap edition 
was published only in 1938 when 
sales might equally be held to prove 
the very opposite of admiration. Pro- 
fessor De Felice, like Mussolini him- 
self, has also placed too much con- 
fidence in the dispatches which 
Dino Grandi wrote while ambassa- 
dor_in London. Trying desperatel: 
to hold a precarious job, Grandi 
indulged in the grossest flattery of 
Mussolini, whom he addressed as 
8 political genius, and tried to 


parties in England were coming 
to accept Fasclst ideas, while 40 
million Englishmen were sald to be 
rapt in admiration of the man whom 
ait British politiclans agreed in cal- 
ling “the greatest statesman the 
world had ever known”, Grandi is 
described by Professor De Felice as 
au acute politician who knew 
England well, but some allowance 
might have been mado for the possi- 
bility that he was either iil 
informed or deliberately deceitful, 
because hie was certainly both. 


One of Mussolini's most admired 
creations was the corporative aye 
tem, ond here Professor De Felice 
agrees that a big gap existed be- 
tween the claims of Italian Fascism 
and its achievements. Countless 
books were obediently poured out 
by the intellectuals of the regime 
to create the illusion that corporativ- 
ism was a typically Fascist solution 
to the world’s economic problenis, 

et it is hard to see, at least until 
Yo33-34 thot any clear idea was 
held of what the corporations were 
meant to be or do. Professor De 
Felice further explains how after 
this date Mussolini kept the cor- 
porations inoffectlye with the dell- 
berate intention of preventing Italy 
from becoming a true corporutive 
gto. Bureaucratic elephantiasis 

uid have been cnoigh in any caso 
to kesp them virtuolly useless, and 
dt could be argued that, in so far as 
they had δὴν real oxlstence, they 
thus hindored rather than encour:

economy. Holping noither the 
workers nor the rogime itself, they 
wera increasingly exploited by tho 
Losses of industry.

Literary anniversaries do at least 
serve to remind the world of authors 
it has forgotten. Their work still 
exists; it can even be read. If a 
book belongs to the dead letter file, 
then of course it should be left 
there and not exhumed to give aca- 
demics a chance to shine, But if 
there is still a spark of Ilfe some- 
where (or, who knows, a whole 
buried fire), then perhaps it should 
be revived. Recent literature is not 
so rewarding that we can afford to 
ignore the past altogether. The quin- 
centenary of Ariosto’s birth fell last 
year and since everybody once 
thought him a preat poet and some 
people still do, the event was 
decorously celebrated. Among the 
acts of piety was a brave translation 
of the first half of the Orlando 
Furioso, in the original metre, by 
Barbara Reynolds. (he rest is to 
come.) 

Translating the Furioso has 
become a rather thankless task. The 
poem is very long and now not much 
tread, certalnly not in these parts. 
Stylistically, it is fer from any liy- 
ing poetic form. And_the octave 
metre is awkward In English, not 
simply because rhyme Is scarcer but 
because it tends to be too obtrusive, 
pointed as Arlosto’s rhyme seldom 

. The English translator finds him- 
self driven to using double or con- 
trived rhymes that sound slapdash 
or comic, in Byron’s manner.

The bulk of the volume— 
the introduction by Tonlolo and 
eight other essays—consists of statis- 
Hcally based ‘studies of various 
aspects of the Italian econony 
uutfication, although only the two 
contributions by Stefano Fenoaltea 
are counterfactual history. 


The overall result is somewhat 
The methodological essays 
appear to be aimed at an audience 
ignorant of the new economic his. 
tory (indeed, in the Toniolo-Sylla 
contribution, ignorant of simple eco- 
nomic analysis), whereas Professor 
Fenoaltea and, to a lesser degree, 
some of the other authors assume 
a mathematical preparation which is 
likely to be beyond many of their 
the coutributions 
read rather like work in progress 
(and are in fact, in some cases, 
translations of seminar papers). Bet- 
ter editing could have avoided the 
repetitive accounts of the R 
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Secondly, Professor Are is too uni- 
laterally determined to confirm the 
validity of the pro-industrialist 
thesis. Implicit in his argument is 
gssumption that because industrial 
ization wns necessary for growth 
(indeed, given international com- 
petition, os the only means of sur- 
vival), it should have been accepted, 
whotever the defects it displayed. 
At moments, he appears to offer the 
abverse of the liberista colu—a dog: 
matic assertion of Italian capitalism 
in the Gioliteinn years, warts and 
all. Even accepting the strong con. 
ditioning element of internatlonal 
competition, the weaknesses and 
distortions of the Italian industrial 
structure—its oligopolistic charac- 
ter, the misuse of resources for 
speculative purposes, the excessive 
degree of protection obtalned by the 
powerful shipyard, iron and steel 
atid sugar interests, the state salvag- 
ing of industrles—require a more 
modulated defence of Italian capital- 
ism than that offered by Professor 
Are, if he wishes to avoid the 
accusation of a mechanistic applica- 
tion to Italy of the philosophy of 
growth through industrialzation. 

Guido Baglioni’s study of the Ideo- 
logy of the Italian industrial bour- 
geoisie from the 1870s to the First 
World War is certainly open to the 
charge of a mechanistic application 
of a sociological schema. His sub- 
ject is an important one, for few 
would doubt thet the ideology of 
industrlatists, whether 
explicit or not, played an important 
part in thelr decision-making and in 
thelr attitudes towards the working 
class and the state, 

He has gathered together a vast 
amount of scattered material on 
specific aspects af the Weltan- 
schauung of the Industrial bour- 


geoisie—the beliefs of industrialists 
expressed in the industrial inquiry 
of 1870-74, the philosophy of the 
outstanding — early — industrialist, 
Alessandro Rossi, the contrasting 
attitudes towards the rise of the 
working class of Milunese and 
Turin industrialists. In one chapter, 
on the diffusion in Iraly of Samuel 
Smiles's philosophy of self-help, 
he shows true originality (on 4 
personal nore, an Italian engineer 
once told me thar he was given 
Self-Help—Chi si aluta Dio ἐαίμια--. 
as a prize at his primar 
relatively few years 
First World War). 


Despite these undoubted merits, 
to rhe present reviewer—admitted) 
a historian — Professor Baglioni’s 
book is deeply disappointing. The 
reason is very simple. He has forced 
his information inte a rigid strait- 
Jacket of soclological classifications 
and In the pracess seemg to have 
losr any sense of the particularisies, 
the social atid political traditions 
and culture of Italy.

Given this 
framework, he concludes that the 
Tra}ian industrial bourgeoisie moved 
from a paternalistic ideology of the 
dependence of the working class 
to an ideology of superior ideals, 
with the exception of the Turin 
Industrial League in the years 
before the First World War, which 
accepted the existence of trade 
unions ag necessury bargaining 
partners.

This book, massive and detailed, is 
essential to an understanding of the 
present structure of power oid 
politics in Italy. It provides an X- 
ray of the structure of real power 
whlch lies behind tho tergiversa- 
tions of the politicians and the 
recent rich flawerlug of scandals. 
At the centre of these developments 
the anthors relate the tale of the 
irresistible tise to 6 position of 
almost unequalled power and influ 
ence in the Itallan Republic of 
Eugenio Cefis, president of the 
Montedison Corporation. 

The period of the Centre-Left was, 
in effect, accompanied by a pro- 
found transformation in the nature 
of Italian capitalism, and in the 
power structure of Italian industry 
and government, but many of the 
changes which took place were 
neither foreseen nor desired by the 
architects of the Centre-Left. These 
chenges were often occult, hidden 
In the recesses of boardrooms and 
in the intricecies of corporate stcuc 
ture, They blurred the distinction 
between private end public, 
obscured the relative roles of in- 
dustry and government, and saw 
now levels and forme ot corr tion, 
complicity an nancial manipula. 
tion. In She process the eraditlonal 
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industrial bourgeoisie of the north 
—the Agnellis, Pirellls and their 
allies—found themselves partial 
eclipsed by a new breed, whic! 
looked to Rome for protection, fin- 
ancz and power, and witch re- 
placed the function of the indus- 
trlatist with that of the politiclan 
wie financial speculator. 


ΠΝ, the nationnl ofl company, 
shortly after ihe mysterious death o! 
its famous president, Enrico Mattel, 
in 1962, quickly concluded an armis- 
tice with the International ofl com- 
panies, against whom Mattei had 
conducted a private war, and shifted 
the ZNI away from oil exploration 
and prhnary exploitation towards 
petrochemicals and specialized 
chemical products, leaving the refin- 
ing of oil, again in contrast to 
Mattel’s policy, largely to private 
Italian refiners, of whom he thus 
became the protector, and who pro- 
vided thereafter useful and discreet 
auxiliaries for his various man- 
oeuvres. Glven thig new strategy, 
based on chemicals, Cefis could not 
look with pleasure οὐ the creation 
of a rival chemical giant such as 
Montedison. 


In effecr, the Edison Corporation, ᾿ 


which had received vast campensa- 
tion for the nationalization of elec- 
tricity in 1962 had decided to move 
into chemicals and, although in dif- 
ficulty itself, had arranged, surrep- 
titlously, to mpose Δ merger on its 
weakened rival, the Montecateni, 
the traditional leader in Italien 
chemicals, thus creating the corpor- 
ate giant, - Montedison, which 
towered above all other industries in 
Italy, with the solitary exception of 
Fiat, What particularly irked Cefis, 
according to the authors (and they 
neatly document this with an extract 
from his own rather brutal explana- 
tion before a parliamentary commis- 
sion), was that the leaders of Mont- 
edison, réconciled to' the Centre- 
Left by its cooperation in the mer- 
er, had teken ta buying . public
